Field  Study  Set 
For  Recreation 


Northwestern  has  become  the 
first  institution  in  Louisiana  to 
establish  a  field  experience  pro- 
gram for  students  majoring  in 
recreation. 

Dr.  Robert  Alost,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Health,  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation  at 
Northwestern,  said  students  will 
be  awarded  academic  credit  for 
working  in  parks  and  recreation 
programs  during  summer  terms. 

Alost  said  Northwestern  has 
entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Shreveport  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  for  a  coopera- 
tive program  involving  the  use 
of  facilities,  services  and  equip- 
ment of  the  Shreveport  organi- 
zation. 

Representing  Northwestern  in 
planning  the  program  with 
Shreveport  were  Alost,  President 
Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  and  Dean 
of  Education  T.  P.  Southerland. 
Clyde  Stallcup  represented  the 
Shreveport  Department  of  Rec- 
reation. 

Dr.  Warren  Evans,  chairman  of 
the  recreation  division  of  the 
Northwestern  physical  education 
department,  said  the  recreation 
internship  is  comparable  to 
NSC's  student  teaching  curricu- 
lum for  education  majors  in  that 
it  provides  field  experiences  for 
the  students. 

Evans  said  Northwestern  stu- 
dents will  be  given  an  opportun- 
ity to  observe  and  participate  in 
a  wide  variety  of  recreational 
programs  including  swimming, 
water  safety,  youth  baseball  and 
arts   and  crafts   classes. 

Students  will  take  part  in  the 
practical  experience  program  be- 
tween their  junior  and  senior 
years.  Eight  students  have  been 
assigned  to  the  Shreveport  pro- 
gram for  this  summer.  They  are 
Doug  Brown,  Rockport,  Mass.;

Dr.  Charles  F.  Thomas,  vice- 
president  of  academic  affairs  at 
Northwestern,  has  announced 
that  13  special  workshops  will  be 
conducted  by  NSC  during  the 
summer  term  on  the  Natchitoches 
and   Shreveport   campuses. 

Some  of  the  workshops  are  res- 
tricted to  graduate  students,  but 
others  are  being  offered  for  both 
graduate  and  undergraduate 
credit. 

Institutes  will  be  conducted  in 
art,  business  education,  market- 
ing, geography,  home  economics, 
recreation   and  special  education. 

Eleven  of  the  workshops  will 
be  held  at  Natchitoches,  and  two 
others  are  scheduled  for  NSC- 
Shreveport,  which  is  located  at 
1800  Warrington  Place. 

Registrar  Walter  P.  Ledet  said 
students  may  register  for  most 
of  the  classes  during  regular  sum- 
mer session  registration,  which 
is  June  9  -  10,  or  at  the  first  class 
meeting  of  each  workshop. 

Registration  must  be  completed 
before  June  30.  however,  for 
three  classes  which  begin  in  early 
July.

New  Sociology 
Program  Begun 

Six  social  work  agencies  and 
institutions  have  agreed  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  new  Northwestern 
program  which  grants  academic 
credit  to  senior  students  for  work- 
ing in  social  work  centers  a 
minimum  of  eight  hours  a  week. 

Sponsored  b>  the  NSC  Depart- 
ment of  Sociology-Social  Work, 
the  program  is  comparable  to 
Northwestern's  student  teaching 
curriculum  for  education  majors 
in  that  it  provides  field  exper- 
iences for  the  students. 

The  social  work  field  exper- 
ience program  began  this  sem- 
ester with  eight  NSC  students 
working  two  afternoons  a  week 
in  various  units  of  the  Central 
Louisiana  State  Hospital  in  Pine- 
ville. 

Dr.  Millard  Bienvenu,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Sociology- 
Social  Work,  said  agencies  which 
have  agreed  to  participate  in  the 
program  in  addition  to  Central 
are  the  Louisiana  Training  Insti- 
tute at  Monroe;  Natchitoches  Of- 
fice of  the  Bureau  of  Juvenile 
Probation  and  Parole;  Natchi- 
toches Day  Care  Center  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Agency  of  Louis- 
iana; Caddo  Parish  Juvenile 
Court  in  Shreveport,  and  the 
Family  Counseling  and  Childrens 
Service  of  Shreveport. 

Bienvenu  said  field  work  ex- 
perience for  Northwestern  stu- 
dents will  begin  in  the  new  par- 
ticipating agencies  and  institu- 
tions during  the  summer  semes- 
ter. The  college  has  244  students 
majoring  in  Sociology-Social 
Work. 

Students  participating  in  the 
field  study  program  will  also  be 
required  to  attend  a  weekly 
seminar  on  the  Northwestern 
campus.  The  seminar  sessions 
will  be  conducted  by  John  Noles 
of  the  Sociology  and  Special  Ed- 
ucation  Department   faculty.

Applications  Are  Being  Taken 
For  Annual  Cheerleader  Clinic 
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Students  in  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  throughout  Louis- 
iana are  eligible  to  apply  for  the 
annual  Northwestern  Cheerleader 
School.

According  to  Nichols,  the 
clinic  will  be  divided  into  three 
one-week  sessions.  The  first  ses- 
sion will  be  June  14-19;  the  sec- 
ond session  is  June  21-26,  and 
the  final  week  of  the  program 
will  be   June   28-July   3. 

Mure  than  1,500  students  from 
200  schools  are  expected  to  en- 
roll in  the  clinic,  which  was  the 
first  in  the  area  and  is  the  largest 
event  of  its  kind  in  Louisiana. 

Twelve  instructors  from  the 
National  Cheerleader  Association 
of  Dallas,  Tex.,  will  conduct 
classes  during  the  school. 

During  the  clinic,  students  will 
be  taught  tumbling  stunts,  how  to 
conduct  pep  rallies,  how  to  com- 
pose new  yells  and  chants,  skits 
for  rallies  and  games,  school 
spirit  programs  and  other  facets 
of  cheerleading. 

Awards  will  be  given  at  the 
end  of  each  session  to  first,  sec- 
ond and  th'rd  place  winners  in 
large  group  and  small  group  com- 
petition. Ribbons  will  be  given 
throughout  the  clinic  for  out- 
standing  cheers   and  routines. 

Participants  in  the  annual 
school  will  be  housed  in  North- 
western dormitories  and  may  ob-

The  national  reading  clearing- 
house is  a  joint  project  of  the 
International  Reading  Association 
and  Indiana  University.  The  pro- 
gram is  funded  by  the  U.  S.  Of- 
fice  of  Education. 

Plans  call  for  the  clearinghouse 
to  acquire,  evaluate,  abstract, 
store,  retrieve  and  disseminate 
all  of  the  information  and  re- 
search on  reading  since  1900. 
This  information  will  be  stored 
at  the  information  center  at  In- 
diana University. 

Indiana  University  will  prepare 
copies  of  all  of  the  research  data 
and  send  material  to  the  20  satel- 
lite centers.  Dr.  Bailey  said  the 
new  center  will  add  some  2,500 
volumes  to  the  college's  present 
librai-y   holdings. 

Students,  educators  and  reading 
specialists  throughout  the  South- 
ern part  of  the  United  States  will 
utilize  the  material  and  facilities 
of  the  newly-established  satellite 
center  at  Northwestern. 
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Spring  Football  Practice  Ends; 
6ossett  Tells  of  Depth  Problem 


Northwestern  head  football 
Coach  Glenn  Gossett.  whose  club 
compiled  a  fine  7-2  record  in 
1969,  believes  the  No.  1  problem 
for  the  1970  Demons  is  a  lack  of 
depth. 

Only  38  gridders  were  in  pads 
for  NSC's  final  practice  session 
of  the  spring  and  Gossett  said 
he  had  only  41  on  his  present 
roster. 

"We'll  have  to  get  help  from 
our  freshmen,"  Gosse?^  com- 
mented and  added,  "if  we  get  a 
couple  of  people  hurt,  we'll  be 
in   real   trouble." 

Despite  returning  all  but  one 
offensive  lineman,  the  Demons 
have  virtually  no  one  available 
for  reserve  duty  Only  center 
Dennis  Wilkinson  and  guard  Jer- 
ry Simpson,  a  red-shirt  from 
Arcadia,  could  be  called  upon 
should  the  need  arise. 

Tight  end  Steve  Gaspard,  the 
all-time  pass  receiving  leader  at 
NSC,  was  the  only  offensive  line- 
man lost  via  graduation.  Paul 
Zoller,  a  sophomore  from  Jena 
who  missed  most  of  last  season 
with  a  knee  injury,  is  Gaspard's 
probable  successor. 

Center  Gary  McCrary,  guards 
Leslie  Robertson  and  Bobby  Kon- 
cak,  and  tackles  Leonard  Rich- 
ardson and  Don  Miser  will  return 
to  claim  starting  berths  in  the 
offensive  line.  All  but  Richard- 
son were  named  to  one  of  the  all- 
Gulf  States  Conference  teams  in 
"69. 

McCrary,  however,  had  a  knee 
operation  in  the  off-season  and 
missed    spring    training.

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Spring  Sports 
Season  Ending 

The  four  spi'ing  sports  teams — 
baseball,  track,  tennis,  and  golf 
— have  all  passed  the  three-quar- 
ters mark  on  their  respective 
schedules.  And  all  activity  is 
aimed  toward  the  big  Gulf  States 
Conference  conclave  in  Lafayette 
on  May  7,  8,  and  9. 

The  Demon  baseball  team, 
which  plays  a  regular  conference 
schedule  during  the  course  of  the 
season,  has  struggled  to  stay  close 
to  the  .500  mark.  Coach  Herbie 
Smith  expressed  the  pre-season 
hope  that  "we  can  at  least  win 
as  many  as  we  lose." 

And  through  24  games,  the 
Demon  baseballers  have  come 
pretty  close  to  that  estimation. 
The  diamond  crew  has  won  9 
and  lost  15  at  that  juncture  of 
the  schedule.  But  the  remaining 
contests  will  present  a  formid- 
able challenge  to  the  hope  of 
achieving  the   .500   level. 

Remaining  double-headers  are 
slated  against  Louisiana  Tech, 
Southern  State  (Ark.),  McNeese 
State,  Nicholls  State,  and  South- 
western Louisiana.

The  Demon  track  team,  still  in 
the  process  of  building  a  com- 
petitive squad,  has  not  won  in 
seven  appearances  this  season. 
There  have  been,  however,  sev- 
eral   individual    wins    from    pole 


and  cornerback  Ronnie  Bagley  of 
Kilgore,  Tex.  are  returning  to 
their  posts.  Freshman  Travis 
Smith,  a  red-shirt  from  Bossier 
City,  is  the  top  candidate  for  the 
other  safety  spot  while  letterman 
Paul  Tackcr  is  Gallons'  probable 
successor. 

Letterman  Tom  Merritt,  punter 
Larry  Smith,  transfer  Bob  Wat- 
tigny,  and  red-shirt  John  Kelly 
will  all  be  battling  for  playing 
time  in  the   defensive  secondary. 

"Every  team  in  the  conference 
should  be  strong  next  season," 
Gossett  said.  "It  should  be  a 
real  tight  race." 


Gymnasts  Claim 
National  Titles 


The  Northwestern  gymnastici 
team,  under  the  guidance  o: 
Coach  Armando  Vega,  has  foi 
the  fifth  consecutive  year  wor 
the  national  team  title  of  the 
National  Association  of  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics.  But  the  Demon 
gymnasts  were  not  content  to  be 
merely    repeat   champions. 

Vega's  charges  went  from  Stout 
State  University  in  Menomonie, 
Wis.,  where  they  captured  the 
NAIA  crown  toMankato  State 
College  in  Mankato,  Minn.,  where 
they  battled  extremely  stiff  com- 
petition to  win  the  national 
championship  in  the  College  Div-^ 
ision  of  the  National  Collegiat^ 
Athletic  Association. 

The  NCAA  title  was  indeed 
sweet  prize  for  this  team  since, 
for  two  straight  years,  they  weri 
forced  to  be  "bridesmaids"  at  thi 
event.  But  the  throneroom  of  col 
lege  gymnastics  is  thoroughlj? 
saturated  with  the  name  ol 
Northwestern    State    College. 

John  Ellas  from  Birmingham^ 
Ala.,  wound  up  his  senior  season 
by  taking  the  all-around  champ- 
ionship at  the  NAIA  meet  in 
winning  all  but  three  individual 
events.  Paul  Tickenoff  finished 
second  to  Ellas  at  this  meet,  bu 
the  NSC  junior  racked  up  sev 
eral   individual   titles   himself. 

At  the  NCAA  College  Divisio 
meet  the  two  Demon  gymnast 
simply  switched  positions.  Tick- 
enoff,  a  native  of  Los  AngelesJ 
won  the  all-around  championship 
with  Ellas  finishing  second.  Both 
men  were,  naturally,  selected  to 
the  AU-American  teams  in  botq 
those  meets. 

The  Demons  then  traveled  fc 
the  NCAA  University  Divisiori 
meet  in  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  held 
at  Temple  University.  Both  Ellas 
and  Tickenoff  scored  well  in  the 
"big  boys"  meet,  and  Paul  wound 
up  in  sixth  place  in  the  all-around 
competition  and  John  finishes 
ninth. 

The  two  individuals  have  hopes 
of  competing  in  the  World  Cup 
Matches  in  Long  Beach,  Calif,  in 
May  and  in  the  World  Games 
tryouts  in  July.  The  only  factor 
remaining  to  be  ansv/ered  is  can 
these  national  champions  find 
the   money  to   attend?
